Production  of  Dry  Cold  Air

The  chief  aim  of  a  re¬ 
frigerator  is  the  production 
of  dry,  cold  air  properly 
circulated  throughout  every 
part  at  the  least  expense  of 
ice.  It  has  been  proven  by 
actual  hygrometer  test  that 
our  refrigerators  give  25 
per  cent  dryer  air  than 
any  other  make  (one  reason 
why  they  have  been  selected 
by  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  use  in  the  Army 
and  Navy),  while  their  con¬ 
struction  permits  12  per 
cent,  greater  ice  capacity, 
and  the  resultant  four  to 
six  degrees  lower  tempera¬ 
ture  in  thirty  minutes. 

The  accompanying  dia¬ 
gram  fully  illustrates  the 
theory  of  circulation  in  all 
our  refrigerators.  The 
arrows  indicate  the  direction 
of  the  currents  of  air,  which 
are  kept  in  constant  motion 
by  the  opposing  forces  of 
heat  and  cold.  These  cur¬ 
rents  are  created  by  the  cold 
air  from  the  ice  chamber 
entering  the  provision  room 
at  the  top  near  its  center; 
from  thence  it  passes  down 
and  around  whatever  articles 
may  be  stored  therein,  tak- 
_  .  ing  on  their  odors  and  be¬ 
coming  more  or  less  warmed.  It  is  then  forced  by  natural  laws  to  ascend  to  the  top 
where  its  only  outlet  is  through  the  flues  at  either  side  of  the  ice  chamber;  here 
it  is  condensed  and  cooled,  settling  down  over  and  around  the  ice,  which  lies  upon  a 
rack  made  of  heavy  corrugated  galvanized  iron;  when  the  air  comes  in  contact 
with  this  iron,  it  being  cold  as  the  ice  itself,  it  quickly  condenses  all  vapor  or  odor 
that  may  remain,  thus  leaving  all  impurities  to  pass  off  through  the  drip  pipe  with 
the  melted  ice.  The  condensation  is  the  same  as  seen  on  a  pitcher  or  glass  of  ice 
water  coming  in  contact  with  a  warm,  moist  atmosphere,  and  also  forcibly  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  breath  coming  in  contact  with  cold,  frosty  atmosphere.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  all  odor  or  vapor  is  removed,  and  the  pure,  dry  cold  air  returns  to  the 
provision  chamber,  thereby  securing  the  most  favorable  conditions  possible  for  the 
preservation  of  all  articles  stored  therein.  These  conditions  wall  continue  so  long 
as  the  ice  chamber  is  kept  filled  with  ice.  Moisture  in  the  provision  chamber  is  a 
deadly  foe,  creating  foul,  poisonous  air.  and  destroying  instead  of  preserving  its 
contents. 

The  circulation  of  the  Victor  and.  Jack  Frost  keeps  the  air  dry,  pure  and  cold. 

All  these  conditions  are  necessary  to  insure  perfect  preserving  qualities  in  a  refrig¬ 
erator.  The  Victor  and  Jack  Frost  Refrigerators  are  the  best  made  for  preserving 
and  keeping  all  articles  stored  therein  pure  and  hygienic. 


Anti-Septic  Zinc  and  Enameled-Zinc  Linings 

Another  word  about  the  linings  of  our  refrigerators.  The  “Victor”  and  the 
tljack  Frost  are-  lined, — the  former  with  anti-septic  zinc  and  the  latter  with  white 
enameled  anti-septic  zinc.  We  would  content  ourselves  with  this  explanation  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  there  are  many  zinc  lined  refrigerators  offered  the  public  that 
should  never  find  a  place  in  any  home.  It  must  be  remembered  that  zinc  is  used  for 
various  purposes,  other  than  for  refrigerators,  and  in  certain  stages  it  is  positively 
injurious,  poisoning  the  foods  coming  in  contact  with  it,  causing  it  to  decay,  etc. 
The  zinc  used  for  lining  the  “Victor”  and  the  “Jack  Frost  is  prepared  for  its 
particular  use  by  a  secret  process  that  is  positively  non-injurious,it  is  easily  cleaned 
and  it  is  the  best  known  non-conductor  of  heat  and  cold.  If  you  value  the  health 
of  your  family,  if  you  have  at  heart  the  welfare  of  your  near  and  dear  ones, be  sure 
to  order  a“Victor  ’or  “Jack  Frost”anti-septic  zinc  lined  refrigerator  and  no  other. 


Removable  Ice  Tank 


Another  splendid  feature 
of  our  refrigerator  is  the  re¬ 
movable  ice  compartment, 
herewith  illustrated.  It  will 
be  noted  that  it  consists  of  a 
galvanized  iron  ice  recept- 
cle  shown  at  the  lett,  a 
corrugated  ice  rack  shown  in 
the  center  and  a  galvanized 
iron  drip  pan  on  the  right. 
They  are  extremely  simple 
in  construction  and  cannot 
get  out  of  order.  The  cir¬ 
culation  of  air  is  not  retard¬ 
ed  and  the  result  is  a  cold, 
dry  atmosphere.

degrees  lower  temperature  in  thirty  minutes.  Furthermore,  it  makes  every. part 
of  the  refrigerator  easy  of  access  for  cleaning.  Then,  too,  think  of  the  convenience 
of  allowing  the  ice  man  to  take  the  receptacle  out  to  his  wagon  where  he  can  fill  it 
with  ice,  carry  it  back  into  the  house  the  same  as  you  would  a  basket,  and  place 
it  into  the  refrigerator — all  this  without  muss  or  dirt  or  wetting  up  the  floor  with 
drippings — truly  cleanly  and  practical  all  the  way  through. 


Scientific  Construction 

In  the  construction  of  our  refrigerators  the  matter  of  good  material  and  expert 
workmanship  are  not  the  only  considerations.  A  refrigerator  is  like  a  high  grade 
piano,  it  must  be  constructed  on  certain  tested  scientific  principles  in  order  to 
produce  the  highest  results,  and  we  can  conscientiously  state  that  from  a  con¬ 
structive  and  scientific  point  of  view  our  refrigerators  cannot  be  excelled  by  any 
other  make  on  the  market.

Automatic  Drip  Cups 

The  illustration  herewith  given  affords  a 
very  clear  idea  of  the  newly  invented  drip  cup 
with  which  our  refrigerators  are  fitted.  It  is 
made  of  cast  iron  and  is  securely  screwed  to  the 
base  of  the  refrigerator,  thus  preventing  it  from 
falling  and  letting  the  warm  air  up  into  the  ice 
chamber.  A  string  leading  to  the  front  of  the 
case  can  be  pulled  to  drain  the  cup  before  re¬ 
moving  the  pan  to  be  emptied;  releasing  the 
string  returns  the  cup  to  its  place,  and  holds  the 
drip  while  pan  is  being  emptied,  so  that  no 
water  will  fall  on  the  floor.  This  is  our  great 
automatic  drip  cup  which  we  herewith  illustrate. 


Bali  Bearing  Casters 

In  the  accompanying  illustra¬ 
tion  we  show  a  cross  section  of 
our  patent  self-retaining,  ball¬ 
bearing  casters  used  on  our  re¬ 
frigerators.  They  are  made  of 
steel,  with  wooden  wheels,  and 
therefore  do  not  cause  rust  stains 
on  the  floor.  They  will  not  drop 
out  when  the  refrigerator  is 
raised  from  the  floor,  but  they 
can  be  easily  removed  if  necessary 
and  returned  just  as  easily.

Always  Keep  the  Ice  Chamber  Full  of  Ice 

well  filled  with  ice,  as  it  will  take  less  ice.  If  the  ice  chamber  is  kept  well  supplied, 
it  will  always  keep  a  circulation  of  cold,  dry  air  in  the  provision  chamber,  free  from 
moisture.  The  greater  the  supply  of  ice  the  closer  the  temperature  of  the  ice 
chamber  will  be  to  that  of  the  ice  itself,  thus  preventing  the  melting  of  the  ice,  and 
producing  a  more  lively  circulation  of  cold  air  most  beneficial  to  the  proper 
preservation  of  the  food. 

In  case  the  ice  should  be  completely  consumed  at  any  time  and  the  refrigerator  bt- 
com  es  warm ,  all  its  contents  should  bejremo  ved  and  the  refrigerator  thoroughly  cleaned . 

Never  place  warm  provisions  in  your  refrigerator.  Do  not  keep  provisions  in 
the  ice  chamber. 


New  refrigerators  should  stand  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  after  the  ice 
chamber  is  filled  before  placing  articles  in  the  provision  chamber. 

A  refrigerator  should  never  be  used  for  storing  provisions  and  perishable  articles 
unless  there  is  ice  in  the  chamber,  for  the  reason  that  there  can  be  no  circulation 
without  the  cold  air.  Consequently  its  contents  will  mould  and  decay. 

In  using  refrigerators  without  ice,  the  lid  should  be  left  open  to  allow  circula¬ 
tion.  See  that  the  drip  pipe  does  not  get  choked  or  filled  up  with  refuse  from 
the  ice  chamber;  it  can  be  taken  out,  when  necessary,  by  unscrewing. 

Follow  these  directions  and  your  refrigerator  will  always  give  satisfaction. 

Suaoe^fion*  Cleanliness  is  the  first  suggestion.  All  refrigerators  should  be 
WHjjycoimiia  carefully  cleaned  before  using.  Next,  see  that  the  drip  cup 
at  the  bottom  end  of  the  drip  pipe  under  the  refrigerator  is  kept  closed.  If  this  is 
not  done  the  air  will  enter  the  ice  chamber  through  the  drip  pipe  and  thus  melt 
the  ice,  thereby  causing  a  great  and  useless  waste  of  ice.  It  is  important  to  look 
after  this  point.

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HOW  MANY  YARDS  OF  CARPET  DO  I  NEED? 

Below  we  print  a  table  showing  the  number  of  yards  of  carpet  required  for 
different  size  rooms  for  plain  and  border  carpets.  In  addition  we  have  gone  fully 
into  details  so  that  the  purchaser  may  figure  out  the  amount  needed  for  himself. 
If  you  are  in  doubt,  be  sure  to  send  us  a  drawing  of  your  room  with  the  exact  di¬ 
mensions  and  we  will  give  you  the  exact  number  of  yards  of  carpet  needed. 

LAY  YOUR  CARPETS  CAREFULLY 

After  the  carpet  has  been  cut  from  the  tightly  wound  rolls  it  will  naturally 
shrink  a  little  so  that  unless  you  lay  your  carpet  properly  you  will  have  an  apparent 
shortage.  In  laying  carpet,  first  tack  one  end  down  securely,  then  tack  down 
the  sides  alternating  every  few  yards,  stretching  the  carpet  to  the  limit  as  you  go 
along.  This  is  highly  important  if  you  want  your  carpet  to  cover  your  room. 
Not  only  this.  Carpet  that  has  been  properly  layed,  as  per  above  instructions 
will  give  far  better  service  and  will  of  course  last  longer. 

WHY  THERE  IS  WASTE 

As  many  people  do  not  understand  why  there  should  be  any  waste  in  matching 
a  carpet,  we  will  give  you  the  reasons.  Some  of  the  patterns  of  different  styles 
of  carpets  do  not  match  at  exactly  the  same  distances.  Patterns  vary  from  3  to  36 
inches  apart.  For  example,  take  a  room  size  12  feet  wide  by  13  feet  long  and  you 
will  readily  see  that  it  requires  four  widths  of  36-inch  carpet,  each  width  being  13 
feet  long.  This  would  be  the  actual  amount  of  carpet  used  to  cover  the  room. 
However,  in  cutting  this  carpet  we  find  that  the  pattern  will  not  match  at  13  feet 
exactly,  but  that  this  pattern  cuts  at  13  feet  6  inches,  and  you  will  see  the 
strip  will  have  to  be  cut  13  feet  6  inches  long  to  make  the  patterns  match  on  every 
strip.  On  four  widths  of  carpet  we  would  be  obliged  to  use  24  inches  more  carpet 
than  is  actually  needed  to  cover  the  room,  and  you  would  be  charged  with  two- 
thirds  of  a  yard  waste  used  in  matching.  This  also  applies  to  rooms  of  different 
sizes  and  to  Brussels,  Wilton  velvet  and  Axminster  crapet  as  well  as  the  ingrain 
carpet. 

When  ordering  plain  carpets,  remember  that  Brussels,  Axminster  and  Velvet 
Carpets  are  27  inches  wide,  and  all  makes  of  Ingrains  are  36  inches  wide.  First 
find  out  how  many  widths  are  required  to  cover  the  room.  Then  multiply  by  the 


length,  adding  to  the  result  about  1  to  2  yards  on  an  ordinary  room  to  allow  foi 
waste  in  matching.  When  ordering,  state  whether  seams  are  to  run  the  long  or 
short  way  of  the  room.  (Unless  ordered  to  the  contrary,  we  always  run  the  seams 
the  long  way.)  , 

When  ordering  carpets  to  be  made  with  a  border,  remember  that  the  border 
is  only  225*  inches  wide,  while  the  carpet  for  the  center  is  27  inches  wide,  also  that 
you  must  consider  that  the  border  has  to  go  continuously  around  the  room.  Foi

instance,  for  a  bordered  carpet  10  feet  6  inches  square  (see  diagram),  14  yards  c 
border  will  be  required  (net.)  To  find  out  how  much  of  the  carpet  will  be  required 
for  center  of  this  size  rug,  deduct  3  feet  9  inches  from  the  width  and  length,  which 
will  leave  6  feet  9  inches  square  to  be  covered  with  carpet,  or  three  breadths  2% 
yards  long,  equaling  6%  yards.  Thus  a  bordered  carpet,  10  feet  6  inches  square 
will  require  6%  yards  of  carpet  and  14  yards  of  border.  To  this  should  be  added 
1  %  yards  to  allow  for  waste  in  matching  the  figure.  Any  square  room  can  be 
figured  out  in  this  manner.  If  the  room  is  odd  shaped  having  a  bay  window,  fire 
place  or  offset,  send  a  sketch  giving  all  measurements.

State  the  name 
of  street  and  number  of  your  house,  if  you  live  in  a  large  city; 
or,  state  your  R.  F.  D.  or  P.  O.  Box  number,  if  any.  Remember, 
your  post  office  address  must  be  plainly  written  so  that  our 
acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  your  order  will  reach  you 
promptly. 

SHIPPING  POINT.  Remember,  the  shipping  point  is  often  different 
from  the  post  office  address.  BE  SURE  TO  STATE  YOUR 
NEAREST  SHIPPING  POINT.  If  your  town  or  city  is  situated

If  y;.u  send  more  money 
than  necessary  to  prepay  the  freight,  we  will  either  return  the  dif¬ 
ference  to  you,  or,  as  is  customary,  we  will  credit  it  to  your 
account.  It  is  understood  that  we  do  not  pay  the  freight  charges, 
therefore,  do  not  under  any  circumstances  ask  us  to  do  so  unless 
you  forward  us  enough  money  to  pay  them. 

SENDING  MONEY.  To  insure  safety  always  register  a  letter  con¬ 
taining  currency.  The  safest  way  is  to  send  your  money  in  the 
form  of  a  Post  Office  or  Express  money  order.  We  do  not  accept 
postage  stamps  over  the  amount  of  $1.  On  the  reverse  side  of  this 
sheet,  note  at  the  top  underneath  the  hand  the  words:  “To  apply 
as  first  payment  on  goods  mentioned  below,  enclosed  find.”  In 
the  spaces  there  given  opposite ‘  “draft  or  check,”  Post  Office 
Order,”  etc.,  you  must  fill  in  the  amount  of  money  you  are  send¬ 
ing  as  first  payment.  When  sending  money  to  be  used  to  prepay 
freight  charges,  be  sure  to  notify  us  on  a  separate  sheet  of  paper, 
stating  the  amount  sent. 

HOW  TO  ORDER  GOODS.  First  decide  upon  the  kind  of  merchan¬ 
dise  or  goods  you  wish  to  purchase.  Then  refer  to  the  inside  of 
the  back  cover  of  this  catalogue  for  our  handy  index  to  everything 
listed  in  this  book.  Find  the  page,  select  your  article  and  place 
its  catalogue  number  in  the  column  underneath  the  words  “CATA¬ 
LOGUE  NUMBER,”  on  the  reverse  side  of  this  sheet.  Every 
article  liste  1  in  this  catalogue  is  numbered,  there  being  so  many 
different  styles,  and  this  catalogue  number  is  given  either  at  the 
beginning  or  at  the  end  of  the  description  of  the  article  chosen. 
Sometimes  an  article  furnished  in  different  sizes  has  a  different 
number  for  each  size,  but  it  is  advisable  not  only  to  state  the 
article’s  Catalogue  number,  but  its  size,  in  plain  figures,  as  well. 
Opposite  “catalogue  number,”  you  must  fill  in  the  column  “How 
many.”  That  is,  if  you  order  a  table,  place  the  figure  1  underneath

“How  Many,”  or  if  you  should  order  4  chairs,  place  the  figure  4. 
there.  Next  to  this  is  a  column  that  should  not  be  used  by  the 
customer  and  we  ask  that  it  be  left  free  from  writing,  if  possible. 
This  columif  is  for  our  own  use  in  the  office.  In  the  wide  column 
under  “NAME  OF  ARTICLE”  state  the  article  selected,  also 
whether  you  want  it  finished  in  oak  or  mahogany.  Also  state 
color  of  upholstering,  if  the  article  selected  should  be  a  parlor 
suite,  go-cart,  parlor  chair,  davenport  or  Morris  chair;  or,  if  a  bed, 
state  color  of  enamel  wanted.  Before  making  a  choice  of  “oak” 
or  “mahogany”  be  sure  to  read  the  description  of  the  article  care¬ 
fully  to  see  whether  we  quote  it  in  “oak”  or  “mahogany.”  It  is 
only  where  a  choice  is  given  in  the  description  of  the  article  that 
we  can  supply  it  in  either  finish.

SIZE.  In  the  column  under  “SIZE,”  state  the  size  of  the  article 
selected,  particularly  where  it  is  quoted  in  more  than  one  size. 
For  example,  in  the  case  of  iron  beds,  state  the  width  desired, 
whether  3%  or  feet.  When  ordering  carpets,  linoleum  and 
oil  cloth  be  sure  to  enclose  diagram  showing  exact  size  and 
shape  of  room  for  which  carpet  is  intended. 

PRICES.  In  the  next  two  columns  fill  in  the  price  of  each  article 
selected.
